Deraga’s observations have been 
made during the past few days by 
the use of a sea water therm o­ 
graph. 
The instrum ent, which has 
been placed in the ocean at the end 
of the Balboa pier is one of two 
instrum ents on the Pacific coast. 
The other instrum ent is located at 
the Scrlpps institute at La Jolla. 
Many persons have had the idea 
that the water in the ocean remains 
at a fairly even temperature but, 
according to D eraga, the tem pera­ 
ture of the w ater changes suddenly 
and frequently, often dropping sev ­ 
eral degrees in a short time. 
Dr. Qeorge E. McEwin, hydro­ 
grapher of the U niversity of C ali­ 
fornia, w as instrum ental in secur­ 
ing the rare instrum ent for B al­ 
boa. 
The thermograph is a box­ 
like affair which records the tem ­ 
perature of the water accurately 
and which keeps a permanent rec­ 
ord of the water temperature. 
The 
graph is controlled autom atically 
and needs changing only once each 
week.

O ne hundred and fifty y ears ago 
E scalan te and a band of ten loyal 
S p an iard s sought a n o rth ern route 
to 
C alifornia. 
Over 
the 
w aste* 
they struggled 
and

turned 
back because 
w inter 
snow s

(ailing in the Sierras. 
O ver th is sam # tr a il trav elin g by 
m achine 
w here 
th o se 
S paniards 
struggled w ith horses, Dr. H erbert 
E. Bolton, chairm an of the D e p a rt­ 
m ent of H istory at the U niversity 
of C alifornia, th is 
sum m er 
traced 
the rout* of the v alian t little band. 
W ith the ald of the diary w ritten 
by th e leader. E scalante, Dr. Bolton 
found the trail and checked th e de­ 
tails for 709 miles. 
H is trip, how ­ 
ever, covered 3090 m iles, fa r often
